Types of Food 


» Apart from this there are some 
celal considerations, based on 
research growing out of the in- 
easing interest of -physiclans, 
to the possible effects of 
varlous types of food on bodily 
structures. Many investigators 
believe, for instance, that fatty 
dicts moy play arole in the 
production of hardened arteries, 


It has been shown that larce 
amounts of a substance known 
as cholestcro)l, when fed to aul- 
mals, may produce damage — to 
the blood vessels. Cholesterol is 
found in @flmal fats and egg 
yolk. Hence, as a generat rule. 
it is o xood policy for the 
middle aged and elderly to avoid 
un excess of fats in the dict. 


Amount of Protein 


“It was formerly thought that 


.Jpersons with high blood pressure 


would do better if the amount 
of proteins in the diet was re- 
stricted. The proteins include 
such foods as meat, milk and 
cegs. However, later studies 
have shown that even .when 
there has been damage to the 
kidneys, restrictlon of the pro- 
tein intake Is neither necessary 
nor helpful. In fact, there Is 
no complication of diseases of 
the heart and blood vessels 
which requires the cutting down 
of the amount of protein below 
normal needs; neither is an ex- 
cess of protein of value. 


One dietary measure which is 
of value In henrt and kidney 
disease fg cutting down on tho 
salt intake to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of fluid In the tissues 
known as cdemn, for {t is de~ 
finitely known that fluld fs re-, 
tained In the body in direct pro- 
portion to the amount of salt!

management of the patient with 
heart and Lblood vessel disease is 
to keep the weight ot.a normal 
level.

Many of the so-called special 
diets, such as the rice dct for 
high) blood pressure, are bene- 
ficial because of Ue Jow salt 
content, totether with a reduce 
tion in the number of calories or 
heat units, thereby causing the 
patient to lose weipht, accord- 
Ing, to many docturs. . 


In general, the patient with 
heart and bjood vessel disease 
requires a well-balanced diet 
supplying all of the necessary 
food parts jn normal nmounts. 
The quantity of food, however, 
must be adjusted to the 
paticnt’s welght, so. that Jf he 
is overwelght a reduction will 
eccur gradually,

HE new Chamber of 
Tue House of Commons 

—symbol of the tri- 
umph of democracy over 
the attempted — atrangle- 
hold of totalitarianism— 
ts to be opened in stately 
ceremony on October 26, 
when King George VI, ac- 
companied by Queen Eliza- 
beth, will receive addresses 
rom both Houses of Parlia- 


ment. 

The task of rebuilding will 
have taken more thon four 
years, snd when the Speaker 
once ngain takes his place, tho 
famous bullding will, in general, 
look very much Hke the former 
House which was knocked out 
by a German bomb during 
World War II so that only the 
outer and much damaged walls 
remained standing, 

Until the old royal palnco of 
Westrhinster was burned down 
In 1834, the faithful Commons 
had sat in the chapel of St 
Stephen, which hod been, 
adapted as a debnting chamber 
and which occupied a posi- 
tlon clote to the great hall of 
Willinm Rutus It (1087-1100). 
The devastation jn 1834 was -so 
great dhat at one timo — there 
wos a tion of removing 
both Buckingham 
Palace King William 
IV was willing to vacate for 
the purpose, In the end, how- 
ever, it was decided to bulkl a 
new palnce for Parlinment on 
the site of the miins, and the 
new buildng, which was not 
compleied until 1850, was 

irted In 1837 to the design of 
Str Charles Barry.

“oblizingly sted gross viola- 
tion” of the United Nations 
Charter.

Sedin said President. Truman 
ond the Seerctary of State, Mr 
Dean Acheson, were attempt. 
Ing to mobilise world reaction 
ground them “in order to ae- 
ecive public opinion and 
whitewash criminal rections.” 
He said no one was burprised 
by the support riven by other 
fovernments because they were 
“dependent on Washington.”

Sldky Pasha held his last Go- 
vernment post in 1946, when he 
was recalled to the Premiership 
by King Farouk to negotlate a 
revision of the 1936 Anglo- 
Egyptian Treaty which Sidky 
Pacha himself had helped to 
draft 10 years before. : 

Sldky Pasha first took Minis- 
terinl ofMice in tho Mintstry of 
Agriculture {n 1914, Four years 
later he joincd the Wafd, now 
the Egyptian Government Party, 
and was deported to Malta by 
the British authorities during 
the anti-British riotlIng in 
Egynt. 

Sidky Pasha first became 
Premier in 1930. . Hl-health 
forced his resignation in 1933, 
but he remained a power in 
Egyptian politics unthl recalled 
to the Premicrship in 1948, : 

GREAT PATRIOT 

His body will be embalmed 
and flown to Calra. 

Sldky Pasha came to Parts 
on May 3 to take care of his 
second wife, now in hospital 
with » nervous breakdown, and 
to have a rest cure himsclf. He

in 1944, the Moslem law 
allowing, him two wives.
